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Abstract

The Bureau of the Census conducted the Characteristics of Business
Omers (CBO survey for the Small Busi ness Adm nistration and the
M nority Business Devel opnment Agency in 1986. The CBO coll ected
information from a national sanple of 126,000 business owners,
surveyi ng the denographic and econom c characteristics of owners
and the econom c performance of their firns. A major feature of
the CBOis the |arge nunbers of Hispanic, Asian and O her, Bl ack,
and Wonen businesses, in addition to nonmnority, nale-owned
busi nesses. The CBO data series al so serves the broader purpose of
provi ding data on characteristics of owners and firnms in the small
busi ness popul ation. This paper provides a report of the purpose,
content, and basic procedures used for the survey and presents a
prelimnary discussion of the coverage and overall response.

A. | nt roducti on

In 1986, the Census Bureau conducted a survey of snal
mnority owned business owners with financial support fromthe
M nority Busi ness Devel opnment Adm ni stration (MBDA) and the Snall
Busi ness Adm nistration (SBA). This survey, nanmed the 1982
Characteristics of Business Owmers Survey (CBO, included a
di sproportionately |arge nunber of mnority-owned businesses and
for conparison purposes, a sanple of non-mnority businesses.
The prime objective of this paper is to illustrate the nature
and the types of information contained in the database derived
fromthe CBO Survey.

The CBO dat abase contains informati on on approxi mately
100, 000 owners of nore than 90,000 small business firnms. The
100, 000 owners are split, roughly equally, anong 5 race-ethnicity
groupi ngs or panels; Hi spanic, Black, other mnorities, wonan,
and nonmnority males. Three types of information are avail able
fromthe survey: 1) personal data about owners such as age,
marital status, education, veteran status, work experience;
2) information reflecting an owner's involvenent in their
busi ness such as nunber of hours worked and capital investnent in
t he busi ness; and 3) information on the business itself, its
activities, location, enploynent and receipts, and | egal form of
or gani zati on.

Thus, the CBO database is a principal source of data for the

study of small mnority owned businesses and their owners. It is



derived froma survey with a relatively conplicated stratified
sanpl e design. Providing researchers with an introduction to
this sanple design is also an objective of the paper.

The paper is organized along the following lines. It begins
wWth a section designed to clarify the nature of the survey
design. A brief description of the variables included in the
dat abase follows and the concluding section discusses procedures
for accessing the database. The di scussion throughout is brief,
but various Appendi ces provide detailed information on the
structure of the database, information collected, survey response
rates, and sanple counts for various categorizations of the data.

B. The Sanpl e Design

The CBO survey is part of the Census Bureau mnority business
program This programtraces its origins to a mnority business
survey (SMOBE) for Black, Hi spanic, Asian, and wonen- owned
busi nesses introduced in the |late 1960s. In the late 1970s,
denographi ¢ data on the busi ness owner's education, narital
status, and previous work experience, were added to the mnority
busi ness program for a sanple of wonen-owned busi nesses (WOB).
The CBO survey expanded the coverage in WOB to the other mnority
groups. Sanples of Black; Hi spanic; Asian; and white, nale, non-
Hi spani c busi ness owners were added to the sanple of wonen-owned
busi ness owners.

These five groupings of business owners, called panels in the CBO
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dat abase, are the mmjor structural feature of the database.?

The sanpling frame for the CBO Survey is devel oped fromthree
sources of information, Internal Revenue Service (IRS) returns,
the Survey of Mnority-Omed Busi ness Enterprises (SMOBE), and
the Survey of Wnen- Owmed Busi ness (WOB). The SMOBE and WOB
surveys are based on sanples of IRS returns. Questionnaires are
sent to business owners although the data is tabul ated by
busi ness unit.? The business frame for the CBO programis the
l[ist of mnority and wonen owned busi nesses devel oped fromthe
SMOBE and WOB surveys conplenented by a |ist of non-Hispanic
white mal e busi nesses. These businesses are stratified by
ethnicity panel, two digit Standard Industry C assification, and

state.® Businesses are selected randomy within these

The CBO Survey expanded the survey content through
guestions regarding the source (s) and quantity of financi al
capital used in starting businesses. These questions were added
to questions on previous business experience and standard
denogr aphi ¢ data collected in the WOB program (U.S. Bureau of the
Census, 1980). The 1982 CBO data wi |l be suppl enented by
mat chi ng surveyed busi nesses to 1987 information. This wll
provi de an explicit |ongitudinal conponent to the data series,
and wi den the range of research topics that can be addressed. A
1987 version of the survey is planned for 1990.

The rules for identifying minority business status for
mul ti pl e owner busi nesses are di scussed bel ow. Descriptions of
t he survey net hodol ogy appear in separate 1982 SMOBE and WOB
reports (U S. Bureau of the Census 1985, 1986a, 1986b, 1986c).

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categories.* For each selected business, all owners of the

busi ness are mail ed a CBO questionnaire.®> The sanple nmil out
conprises 125,000 individuals, 25,6000 for each panel.

Approxi mately 80 percent of all business owners responded to the
CBO questionnaire. Thus, the CBO database contains information
on about 100, 000 individuals. Appendix A Table 1 shows that
owner response rates differ nodestly across the panels with

whi te, non-H spanic nal es show ng the hi ghest response rate (84%
and Bl acks and Hi spanics having the | owest (74% for each).
Appendi x A, Table 2 gives the response rates by |egal form of

or gani zati on.

Sonme respondents did not answer all questions on the survey
instrunent.® This item nonresponse is under 5 percent for nost
items. But, in a few cases, business net incone for exanple,
response rates were low. Appendi x B provides infornmation on the

extent and the pattern of itemresponse rates for each survey

The "Small Busi ness Uni verse"

It is inportant for users to understand that the CBO sanpling
frame excluded three inportant classes of snmall business fromthe
| RS records, businesses with sales |ess than $500, non-resi dent
U. S. business owners, and businesses with nore than nine partners
or sharehol ders. Thus, snall business popul ati on estimates
obtai ned fromthe CBO database are not equal to those reported
in IRS publications. As shown in Appendix C the effect of these
exclusions is small for proprietors and subchapter S
corporations.’” However, there are substantial differences
between the I RS and CBO popul ation estinmates of the nunber of
part ner shi ps.

Busi nesses and Their Omers

The CBO survey asks questions of business owners and the CBO
dat abase structure reflects this, i.e. each record is a business
owner. But, this conplicates analysis of mnority "busi nesses”
si nce nmany CBO busi nesses have nore than one owner.?® For
mul tiple owner firnms, information about the business is usually

duplicated across owners for itens such as sales and industry

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classification obtained fromIRS and WOB/ SMOBE data. But, the
CBO questionnaire responses of each owner are often distinct.
Mor eover, ownership is sonetines shared by individuals from
different race-ethnic groupings. No single procedure for
attributing ower responses and traits to a business is likely to
satisfy the requirenents of all researchers. Three procedures
have been adopted by users of the CBO dat abase.

One procedure is to follow Bates (1989a) who randomy sel ects
a single owner fromrespondi ng owners of nultiowner firns and
assigns the selected owner's characteristics to the firm A
second procedure is to limt denographic analysis to
proprietorships. This is adopted by Ando (1988). A third
possibility is to adopt the rules followed in the SMOBE and WOB
surveys. Firnms with nore than one owner are assigned the
majority trait. Ties and non-mnority situations are resol ved
usi ng precedence rules for race and sex. The ranking from high
to low for race is Black, Asian, H spanic white and non-Hi spanic
white; and for sex, female and male. For exanple, if a business
has two Bl ack owners and two white owners, the business is
classified as Black. This third procedure is used in Tables 1
and 2 of Appendi x D that provide business sanple counts and
uni verse estimates by race-ethniticity and | egal form of
or gani zati on.

C. The CBO Dat abase

The CBO survey col |l ects denographic i nformation on individual
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busi ness owners, including traditional measures of age, sex,
marital status, veteran status, and education. (See Table 1.)
| nfformati on on the entrepreneurial experience of the owner is
devel oped from questi ons about business training;, and previous
| abor force, managerial, and ownership experience. Questions
requesting the anount and source of capital and debt at busi ness
startup provide data on financial capital. Finally, severa
guestions seek information on business age and survival.
Appendi x E, Part 1 provides a conplete |list of CBO questions and
response possibilities.

In addition, to the information obtained directly fromthe
CBO Survey, as outlined in Table 1, the CBO dat abase contai ns
data derived fromIRS adm nistrative records and sanpl e responses
to SMOBE and WOB. Data fromthe IRS business tax filings are the
source of information on a CBO business's industry and geographic
classifications as well as its sales, enploynent, and payroll.
The SMOBE and WOB surveys suppl enent the tax admi nistrative
records data by identifying the race, sex, and Hispanic ethnicity
of business owners. These variables and response possibilities

are listed in Appendix E, Part 2.

D. Accessing The CBO Dat abase

The Bureau of the Census collects CBO survey data under
Title 13 U S.C. Access to the mcrodata is restricted in order

to protect the confidentiality of survey respondents. The Center
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for Econom c Studies (CES) at the Census Bureau maintains the
1982 Characteristics of Business Omers database.

The procedure for obtaining access to this database begins
with a proposal outlining the research plan, including the nodel
and data to be used, hypothesis tests, and proposed timng. This
allows the Center to ascertain the feasibility of the research

and the type of data anal ysis required.
